New Orleans. La., March 16. — It was due entirely 
to the police that a traged.v was averted after the 
ninnint; of the steeplechase over the short course 
at City Park this afternoon. E. Miller had the 
mount on Judge Nolan, the second choice in the 
t»etting, and his efforts to place the horse outside the 
money were so obvious as to be understood by the 
most unsophisticated among the spectators. Despite 
Miller’s Jiu Jitsn hold, the horse outgamed the rider 
ar the finish and was an easy second. There was 
a riotous demonstration in front of the judges’ stand 
when Miller was called up by the oflicials. The 
jo<^key was immediately ruled off and wdered to 
leave the grounds. The era*e<l bettors seemed de 
termlne<l to visit their wrath upon Miller, but under 
an escort of police he reached the outside in safety. 

It was a bad day for favorites at both tracks here. 
Pirate, the winner of the jumping race at City Park 
being the only successful choice in the thirteen 
races. The sport was most ordinary. The book 
makers were probably the only geaulnely .please«l 
pef>ple In attendance. Usury might have won the 
third race at the old track had L. Smith ridden more 
urgently. It appeared as if he underestimated Dan 
McKenna in the closing rush. 

Interest, of course, centers in the Derbys that 
are to be decided tomorrow. The race at the old 
imck Is expected to furnish the better amtest. 
Fast tracks are improbable, but the superintendents 
are putting f<n*th their best efforts tonight and 
they say that the footing wiU surely be good by 
the time the races are called. 

The better the track at Crescent Park, the larger 
will be the odds against the Ellison entry and the 
shorter they will become alwut Guiding Star and 
Lotus Eater.

Tlj«* Itache 
lor’.s four miles in 7.1'*>] lM*lng by far Hie fastest 
eier run in a race. 

The Thointon is nin under weiglits i*re.'crilted iii

Il.T, with the u.suiil sex allowumfs. Its first run 
Ding was in 18t*5. wiicn a sturdy son of St. Saviour — 
Mistake named Gile-id. ridden by ''Marty” Bergen. 
Von from liawlborne and l.a (Ja.si'Oii iii 7 :‘i2. over a 
8l»-w track. In JMh; the ruiT? was riiii over a giMMi 
track and fell to Star Ruhy, now’ one of the h*ading 
Aiiieriean sires with siieh a star as .\fricander to Ills 
credit. The race vas run in 7;25i, iviih Gilead 



finishing second and Claudius Hiird. W. Martin rode 
Star Ruby and it was to his crafty management the 
victory of the horse was due. In 1897 Hie race was 
run over a very heavy track ami w’as won l*y Barney 
Schreilier's Schiller, with LolH*ugula second and 
Thornhill third, only the three starting. The race 
was run iu 8:04i and Simms was on, the winner. 
In 1898 Billy Pinkerton's fast and staying horse 
Judge Denny was the winner, covering the four 
miles iu the exceptionally fast time of 7:20J. The 
old time Chicago favorite Ciiarkw Thorin* was Judge 
Denny’s pilot and second iu the race w’as Hie three- 
year-old Marplot. The Bachelor finishing third, We- 
ncmi also starting. 

Tlie Bachelor had his revenge the next year. He 
was tlie proiierty of Edward Corrigan and was rid- 
den liy Bullinan, then at his best as a jockey. Tbe 
gooiP horse David Teiiny was the faiorlte at 4 to .■», 
with The Bachelor second cho|i*e at 8 to .I, the other 
starters Rcolia ami Vcloz lK*iug at outsiders’ prices.

Tlic rai'e fell to C. E. DurneH’s 
LiK'iM'lui* ill 1901. He was ridden by tlie California 
jockey. See, and covered tlie four miles in 7;2.'>. 
Tlie Bobby nmiiiiig sei-oiul, Bangor Hiird and Dr. 
Marks ami Norford lieiiig unplaced. Siddons with 
L. Jackson up was Hie winner in llMi2. Lizellu was 
second and Bangor again brought up in third place. 
Tile track w*as slow and the time 7 Inferior 

rai'iTS started in 1903. El Rio Sliainiou with T. 
Kiiiglit in tlie saddle wliiiiing from Learoyd and 
.\rtilla ill 7:281. 'Hie track was heavy on Thornton 
Stakes day in Im>Hi 1904 and 190.>. Veteraiio, guided 
liy J. Martin, won from El Rio Slinnnoii and Sailor 
Knot in 190-1 in 7;.'{7. ami Hie veteran Grafter, rid- 
den liy W. Kii:i|>p. trinuiplied in 190r». Veteraiio 
tiiiisliiiig second and Horatius Hiird. 

Notwitlistanding its prominence as a racing fix- 
ture and the linge crowds tliat niinually flock to tlic 
Haklaml track to view the cmitcst for 'nic Thornton 
Stakes, it is not a riclily endowed event. Its great- 
est value to Hie winner of any year was $2.40() and 
its least value $2,010. It will Ik* run over a heavy 
track today and fast time is out of the question. 

The raee of toilay is to lie the ninth running of 
Hie Crest*ent City Derby. Tliere are nine horses 
carded and they should produce a splemlid contest. 
C. R. Ellison is represented by James Reddick and 
Lady Navarre.
